The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

2. Claims 1 ,29,30,41 ,43,44 and 45 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
on obviousness-type, nonstatutory double patenting as unpatentable over claims 1-3 of 
US Patent number 6,776,306 to Michael et al. The elements of claims 1 ,29,30,41,43,44 
and 45 are found in the patented claims to 1-3. Note that the reference surface has 
three rows mentioned in claim 3.There is indicia in a first and second row to indicate the 
quantity of medical items in a helix. The sizes of the helixes differ. In claim 2 there is the 
viewing of indicia through the turns of the helix. The difference between the present 
application claims and the patented claims lies in that the patent includes more steps in 
steps e and f and is more specific. The invention of the patented claims of claims 1-3 is 
in effect a species of the generic invention of the application claims 
(1 ,29,30,41 ,43,44,45). It has been held that the generic invention is "anticipated" by the 
"species" . See In Re Goodman, 29 USPQ2d 201 0( Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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3. Claims 31 ,42 are*** objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 32-40 are allowed. 

5. Applicant's remarks have been fully considered, however, in view of the 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection noted above, the remarks relative to the 
rejected claims are not deemed persuasive.
